LOCAL LINES. 


The Old Santa Monica Depot 
Destroyed. 


A LABOR W AREHOUSE BURNED. 


A F re ig h t T ra iii Leaves th e Track. 
A 
L arg e 
C o n tra ct—The 
B oard o f H ealth . 


About half-past S o’clock last night a 
serious fire broke out in the huge ware­ 
house of the Los Angeles Storage, Com­ 
mission and Lum ber Company, of which 
Councilman Horace H iller is President 
and Mr. J. J . Woodworth Secretary, 
This building has quite a history, having 
been the first depot of the Jam Angeles 
and Independence Railroad Company. 
It was built in 1875 by Senator J. P. 
Jones and Colonel R. S. Baker, and was 
known as “Jones’ Folly.” It waB in this 
building that the passengers for Santa 
Monica took the cars. The Los Angeles 
and Independence Railroad was finished 
in 1875 and the first train ran in December 
of that year. In 1878 the road passed into 
the hands of the Southern Pacific people, 
and later on it was purchased by the 
present company for a warehouse. The 
spacious grounds on San Pedro, near 
Fifth street, have been filled with piles 
of lum ber, and the huge building has 
been occupied as a warehouse for the 
storage of doors and sashes belonging to 
the California Door Company, ana of 
lime, cement, paint, etc., belonging to 
the Los Angeles Storage and Commis­ 
sion Company. 
The fire last night started when no one 
was near, so far as known, and even the 
night watchman did not know of it until 
tbe flames were seen issuing from the 
direction of the engine room. By some 
it was supposed that a tram p had set fire 
to the building, but there was nothing to 
prove 
this, 
and 
the 
supposition 
was 
based 
on 
the 
fact 
that 
onlv 
the 
night 
before 
a 
tramp 
had been discovered in the building with 
a bottle of whisky under his head and a 
bundle of matches in his pocket. The 
only person in the building so far as 
known when the fire started was Jim m y 
Carlton, a team ster iq the employ of the 
company. He was in the office, and was 
startled by hearing the breaking of glass 
in the warehouse. He ran out to see 
w hat the m atter was, and found the 
building full of smoke and a brisk blaze 
in the part of the building nearest the 
engine room. H e then turned in the 
alarm , which was sounded in a very 
much mixed m anner from the bell on 
the hill. As many as five different num­ 
bers were rung, and in the meanwhile 
the fire seized on the dry material and 
spread so rapidly that fiy the time the 
engines reached the spot there was 
little 
hope 
of 
saving 
the 
build­ 
ing. 
There 
was 
a 
scarcity 
of 
water hydrants, and the departm ent 
worked to a disadvantage but the men 
prevented the fire from taking hold of 
the lumber piles in any great degree. 
"The water seemed to have no effect on 
the flames issuing from the building 
and a box-car standing on a side track 
was burned with its contents, consisting 
of sashes. 
Other cars which stood on 
he switches were hauled away in time 
to prevent their burning. 
The heat at 
tbe height of the fire was intense and 
several buildings across the street were 
scorched, but their owners managed by 
keeping them wet down and covered 
with wet carpets to prevent them from 
catching. The firemen were forced to 
play on the fire from behind doors 
which they stood between them and the 
flames, and the police who were there 
to preserve good order had little trouble 
in keeping the people, of whom there 
were thousands present, at a sufficient 
distance to enable the firemen to work 
without interference. Two streams were 
kept constantly playing on the lumber 
on the east side of the building, and the 
lum ber, being mostly redwood, did not 
suffer very greatly. 
A few thousand 
feet were slightly burned, but the loss 
was confined mostly to the building. 
The fire burned fiercely for over an hour 
before it was completely under control, 
and it was two hours before any of the 
engines were relieved. 
Mr. Woodworth, who just returned 
from a trio through the country yester­ 
day, said that the loss amounted to about 
$100,000, on which there was very little 
insurance, but just how much he could 
not tell. 
The building was valued at 
$10,000, the car and contents at $4,000, 
and the balance of the stock burned at 
about $80,003. 
The books of the com­ 
pany were saved by the early arrivals 
upon the scene, but there was no oppor­ 
tunity to save any of the stock in the 
building, which was u heap of ruins 
at 10 o’clock when the light died out and 
the crowd departed. 


O FF T H E TRACK. 


A R a ilro a d W reck on F lltla a n d S a n 
Pedro Street*. 
Those who never saw a railroad wreck 
had an excellent opportunity yesterday 
of visiting one within the city limits. 
One of the Southern Pacific’s new en­ 
gines was steaming down San Pedro 
street yesterday morning with a load of 
five box cars and as it came to the switch 
on H iller tract, near Fifth street, the 
locomotive caught the lips in the rails 
and left the track. 
It plowed along foj 
100 feet w ith the box cars after it before 
it stopped, and by this time a good deal 
of damage had been done. The track for 
160 feet was torn completely up and the 
engine and cars so im bedded in the 
ground th at it was evident that a good 
deal of labor would be required'to right 
them . The wrecking train was at once 
made np in the yards and sent oat to the 
sceue of the catastrophe. 
The job 
proved to be a big one and although men 
were kept steadily at work all day the 
road will not be right again until some 
tim e this morning. A large crowd of 
persons were attracted to the spot and 
all day long watched the novel scene. 
The passengers to and from Santa Mon 
ica were transferred across the wreck so 
there was not much delay to travel. 


Tlac C olton M otor R ond. 
The new motor road between Colton 
and San Bernardino is completed, with 
the exception of the frog acroes the Cali­ 
fornia Southern track. 
This is a m at­ 
ter of b ut a few hours’ work, and it is 
possible th a t it will be done to-day. The 
Southern Pacific has been anxiously 


awaiting the completion of th iero ad , aa 
by it they wish to make connections in­ 
dependent of the Santa Fe. The motor* 
will make trips to m eet all the S. P. 
trains, and as soon as they are running 
regularly the Colton flyer will be pot on. 
Everything is ready for the fast train, as* 
the engine has been tested and the new 
coaches are waiting to be used.

A survey baa 
been made from its terminus at the pub­ 
lic lands in the Indian Territory into El 
Paso, though it is probable that the road 
will only be built as far as Whiteoaks, to 
which point a road has been projected 
from the city on the Rio Grande.

Coast business, and will give them the 
additional advantage of having the short­ 
est route from Chicago to th e City of 
Mexico. 
There will not be much building in and 
about Los Angeles for some time to come. 
The new line from Santa Ana to Long 
Beach is the only one th at talks of doing 
active work, as the Long Beach, the 
Alamitos road and the new Santa Monica 
line all seem to be in statu quo. It ia 
possible, however, that there will be a 
revival after the election, and the lines 
hurried through. 


A HI* C ontract. 
The California Sewer Pipe Company, 
which is just completing its huge works 
near Vernon, seems to be starting out 
with 
extraordinary activity. 
It had 
$40,000 worth of orders on hand when it 
stated to build, and yesterday a telegram 
was received from Mr. J . L. Cherry, 
who visited Fresno, that he had secured 
the contract for furnishing that city w ith 
the Bewer pipe for sewering the entire 
city. This contract is a large one, and 
the particulars will be learned upon Mr. 
C herry’s return to the city. 
The only 
delay in the starting of the works, just 
outside the city, is caused by the non­ 
arrival of a portion of the machinery, 
but in e very short time the factory will 
have 100 men at work manufacturing 
genuine vitrified salt-glazed sewer pipe.

parents, James 
G. Blaine and Mrs. 
Blaine, for damages in the sum of 
$100,000, for alienating her husband’s 
affections. 
Young Mrs. Blaine does not 
ana for divorce, for she is a rigid Catho­ 
lic. She says that her husband’s parents 
have come between herself and him so 
that he has deserted her, refused to an- 
awer her letters and telegramB imploring 
him to send her some token of his affec­ 
tion, and, in a word, has cast her off. 


MISS MAKY KEVINS. 
Mrs. James G. Blaine, Jr., was Miss 
Mary Nevins, daughter of Colonel Rich­ 
ard Nevins, of Columbus, O. 
Miss 
Nevins’ grandfather on her mother’s 
side was Samuel Medary, who was Gov­ 
ernor of Kansas under Buchanan. Miss 
Nevins was educated at the Convent of 
the Sacred Heart, in Cincinnati. Her 
parents came to New York to live in 
1880, and there the young woman first 
met James G. Blaine, Jr. 
Miss Nevins at this time was only 19, 
and, it is said, her future husband was 
■till younger, but that is disputed. The 
young people were married on Septem­ 
ber 6, 1886. 
James G. Blaine, Sr., gave his son 
$1,500 a year to live on. The young 
couple took a little flat on East Fifty- 
fifth street. Jimmy got a place in the 
broker’s office of S. Morris Pryor. 
In January of this year a son was born 
to Mrs. James G. Blaine, Jr., and was 
baptized in the Catholic Church. When 
the Blaines came home the women of 
the family made no secret of their dis­ 
like. In a day or so the young wife was 
told that her husband must go away with 
his father on a stumping tour. 
HARD TIMES FOR THE YOUNG WIFE. 
The men went away, and then began 
hard times for Mrs. James G. Blaine Jr. 
In the first place she learned that her 
husband was not traveling with his 
father, but was stopping at Bar Harbor, 
and posing on the hotel piazzas there for 
the benefit of young women. 
Her 
mother-in-law nagged at her continually. 
It used to be a favorite expression of 
Mrs. Blaine Sr.: "You’ve stolen my 
poor boy, my innocent boy, away from 
me. You’ve robbed mo of”my darling.’’ 
Mrs. Blaine the younger stood it as long 
as she could, and finally told her mother- 
in-law that she thought it best for

"Go 
away!” 
■aid Mrs. Blaine the elder. "Where 
will you go to? 
To 
your 
pauper 
parents?” Young Mrs. Blaine wrote to 
her husband begging him to take her 
home, but she could get no answer to 
her letters. The young mother left for 
New York, arriving there on September 
4th. She went, of course, to her hus­ 
band’s flat in Fifty-fifth street. The 
rent of the fiat up to October 1st had 
been paid by the elder Blaine. Mrs. 
Blaine had no money to pay grocers’ 
bills and the like, though, ana she had 
to get all her supplies for a time on 
credit. The return card of a registered 
letter sent by her was sent back, bearing 
the signature of Walker Blaine. 
A LETTER TO BLAINE SR. 
Then, at her request, a lawyer wrote to 
Mr. Blaine the elder, asking him to pro­ 
vide for the daughter-in-law. Mr. Blaine 
answered that his son’s wife hadgt__ 
away from Augusta against her hus­ 
band’s wishes, and 
that the Blaine 
family could not concern themselves 
about her. October 1st arrived, and 
Mrs. Blaine bad to give up her flat and 
went to live with her parents in a New 
York hotel. Last week Mrs. Blaine, her 
baby and nurse and her mother, Mrs. 
Nevins, went to Augusta. 
Mrs. Blaine 
Sr. said that her son did not wish to _.. 
his wife, and Mrs. Blaine Jr. declared 
that she did not believe this to be true, 
but she was finally convinced that he 
would not see her, and then went to her 
earriage weeping bitterly.

came back to New York, reaching here 
Thursday night. 
RELIGIOUS DIFFERENCES. 
A special dispatch received from Wash­ 
ington yesterday by the Examiner has 
the following on the religious side of the 
question:

The New York Herald of Friday de­ 
votes a column to young Mrs. Blaine’s 
condition, and ends with the following 
statement by an intimate friend of the 
family: 
"Mrs. Blaine, ever since the differences 
with her husband first began, has hoped 
for a full reconciliation. This hope was 
entertained by her until last night, when 
it was shattered. Last evening, just as 
■he was recovering from the excitement 
of Mr. Blaine’s arrival in the city,and the 
noise of the parading bands on Broadway 
to greet him at Madison Sqaare Gardens, 
■be received a note from her father-in- 
law—the first communication that has 
reached her from her husband’s relatives 
since the latter had ceased to write 
to her. By 
this note all her pros­ 
pects of reunion with her husband were 
shattered. The doctors tell me that she 
is very, very ill, and that her chances for 
life and death are about equal. Further 
than that, of coarse I know nothing, but 
from the doctors’ tones I fear the worst."

A GAS LEAK. 


A H o le P u n c h e d In n m a in by R a il­ 
r o a d E m ployee*. 
Monday evening the people who live 
in the vicinity of the comer of Fort and 
Second streets were much annoyed by a 
emell of gas. It grew steadily more and 
more offensive until at last it became 
quite unbearable. Windows were shut 
tight and every effort made to keep out 
the smell, but some of the rooms in the 
California Bank Building were so afflicted 
as to be almost uninhabitable. Word 
was 
sent 
to 
both gas companies 
that the 
matter 
must 
be 
looked 
into immediately. Yesterday morninj 
men were sent by each company to fin< 
out the leak. A considerable excavation 
was made when an astonishing state of 
affaire was revealed. An immense piece, 
two feet long, was found to have been 
broken out of the main pipe of the L ob 
Angeles Gas Company and almost the 
entire supply was escaping through the 
earth. The* cause of the breakage was 
soon evident. An immense iron stake 
had been driven directly through the 
main. Where the Second-street cable 
line crosses the Fort-street line one 
of the gearings which support the cable 
is situated. To anchor this in place 
some employees of the car company bad 
driven a large iron bar three feet into the 
ground. It was formed of a section of a 
car rail rharpened at one end. Around 
this a piece of cable had been twisted, 
and the other end fastened to the gear­ 
ing. The men who had been sent to do 
the work evidently did not calculate on 
consequences, but drove the stake in the 
spot most convenient for their own pur­ 
poses.

gas work its way through. The accident 
might have been much more serious than 
it was. Had the wind carried the gas in­

Information as to where 
the increase of wages comes in connec­ 
tion with the high price of bread would 
be welcomed. Is it among the bakers, 
the mill hands or the farm laborers.

James G. Blaine and Patrick Ford are 
singing a doleful duet over the Presi­ 
dent’s message on the Fisheries ques­ 
tion. There’s more actual fight in one 
paragraph of the message than in all the 
anti-British twaddle which James and 
Patrick have invented in twelve months. 
Just watch the effect on the Senate when 
the Belmont bill, to catry out the aim of 
the message, reaches that body. There 
will be a rapid eating of belligerent 
terms.—[Denver News, (Dem.) 
The majority of the Senate should go 
back a little while and consider tne 
instantaneous effect of the President’s 
message on the country. Nothing that 
any other President since Mr. Lincoln 
did was so heartily approved and ap­ 
plauded as was Mr. Cleveland’s appeal 
to Congress to vindicate the dignity of 
the country and to return in kind the 
Canadian unneighborly treatment of 
our people.

Republican Insincerity. 
The insincerity of the Republican poei 
tion upon the tariff in this campaign was 
shown in a very amusing manner at a 
public meeting in Buffalo last week. 
There was a joint debate in that city 
on the 4th instant, for which 4,800 
tickets were issued; the Democrats re­ 
ceiving 2,400 and the Republicans 2,400, 
A rope was stretched down the center of 
the hall, all the Democrats being seated 
on one side of the hall and all the Re­ 
publicans on the other. The Democratic 
E 
aker of the evening, Mr. W. F. 
ckey, was the first to address the 
meeting. He had spoken but a 
short time when he said: ‘'The Presi- 
- dent in his message to Conpresa said: 
“The present tariff system is in many 


raspects unjust. It makes unequal dis­ 
tributions, l»oth of its burdens and its 
benefits. I recommend an enlargement 
of the free list so as to include within it 
the numerous articles which yield incon­ 
siderable revenue, a simplification of the 
complex and inconsistent schedule of 
duties upon certain manufacturers, par­ 
ticularly those of cotton, iron and steel, 
and a substantial reduction of the duties 
upon those articles, and upon sugar, mo­ 
lar ses, silk, wool and woolen goods.” 
Turning to the Democratic side of the 
hall, he said: “I ask every Democrat 
present who believes that that is a^state­ 
ment of sound principle, and that it cor­ 
rectly represents the true issue in^ this 
campaign, to raise his hand.” Every 
hand on the Democratic side was instant­ 
ly raised. Then, turning to the Republi­ 
can side, he said: “I ask every Republi­ 
can who believes that that is a correct 
statement of true principle regarding the 
tariff question, to raise his hand.” A few 
hands went up in a hesitating manner, 
when seeing that the great mass of the 
Republican hearers were not in the 
movement, thev were hastily drawn 
down, until hardly a hand was to be seen 
on the Republican side. There was a 
perfect silence, when, after pausing for a 
moment, the speaker, advancing to the 
Republican side of the platform, said: 
“Oh, I forgot to sav that it was Presi­ 
dent Arthur who said that in his message 
to Congress.” 
The effect of this statement upon that 
audience can be more easily imagined 
than described.—[N. Y. Star.

In som e cases 
these in crustations accum ulate to such an e x ­ 
tent as to form a regular plug In the nose,w hich 
obstructs breathing and produces serious dis­ 
com fort.

Cases a ie occasion ally m et w ith in w h ich a 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coato the m em ­ 
brane of tho nasal cavities and then nutrifies, 
givin g rise to a stench w h ich is really over­ 
powering, aa d sufficiently fetid to poison the 
atm osphere of a w hole room ; and there are 
others in w h ich all the secretions o f the m em ­ 
brane are suspended, causin g an unpleasant 
feelin g o f dryness, heat and feverishness in the 
head and nose— a con dition popularly know n 
as “ D ry C atarrh ." 
The disease speedily extends to the a ir cav- 
Itics of the bones o f tno forehead and face, g iv ­ 
in g rise to a distressing sensation o f h eavy 
w eight or com pression over the forehead, es­ 
pecially in the region above and between the

Th e nasal m em brane Is th icken ed and con­ 
gested, causing the nose to be stopped up, 
som etim es on one side, som etim es 
on the 
other, and often on both, g iv in g rise to * disa­ 
greeable, Btuffy sensation in the head, and oc- 
casion ly violen t and prolonged paroxysmB of 
sneezing. 
Tho voice Is w eak, in distin ct and hnsky, or 
o f a nasal character, d isp layin g a sort o f snlf- 
ing q u ality. 
O ftentim es there is a continuous 
hoarseness and discordance. 
Thero is also a 
senso o f irritation In the throat, and frcquont 
attem pts to clear the parts o f phlegm , produc­ 
ing the sound “ hem ’1 m ore or lens forcibly.

Mr. 8. A. W aldron, Democratic candi­ 
date for the Assem bly, in bis speech at 
South Pasadena on Saturday night, as 
reported in the H e r a l d , said that County 
Clerk Dunsmoor had refused, in 1880, 
to register 194 Democratic voters because 
of an informality on the part of the 
deputies who had enrolled their names. 
Mr. W aldron said that this was no elec­ 
tion clap-trap charge, for Mr. Dunsmoor 
himself had adm itted under oath, in the 
contest of Lynch vs. Vandever, that he 
had refused to register these names 
because they were D em ocrats; but that 
if they 
had 
been 
Republicans he 
would have accepted them . Mr. W al­ 
dron’s memory was at fault as to the 
exact answer of Mr. Dunsmoor, b at his 
fact is substantially correct. The history 
of the transaction is briefly th is : The 
County Clerk had publicly notified the 
electors of Los Angeles county that regis­ 
trations would close on the 2d of October, 
1886. 
Later in the month of October, 
about the 10th or the 12th, he determined 
to issue a supplemental register to be 
kepft open till the 27th, and said that he 
had sent out notice of this extension of 
time to his registry clerks, among whom 
there were, as he guessed, some ten 
twelve 
D em ocrats; 
but all, ex­ 
cepting those 
in 
Santa 
Ana 
and 
in Downey, in precincts where but 
very small num ber of votes were 
polled. It is m atter of history, however, 
that it was not generally known that 
nam es could be registered after the 2d 
of October. 
About the 21st, a circular 
from the Republican Central Committee 
fell into the hands of the Democratic 
Committee, advising Republican depu­ 
ties to keep on enrolling voters, as 
nam es would be received for registra­ 
tion by the County Clerk up to the 
27th 
of 
October. 
This 
aroused 
th e 
Democrats, 
and 
they 
got Mr. 
Bilderrain, who was the County Asses­ 
sor, and who had the legal right to do 
so, to appoint a num ber of Democratic 
deputies to enroll nam es of voters (well 
understood, Democratic voters,; for regis­ 
tration. The only public notice given by 
Mr. Dunsmoor that nam es could be 
registered till the 27th, was published in 
obscure corner of the Evening E x­ 
press 
on 
the 
25th 
and 
26th 
of 
October. 
The 
Democratic 
deputy’s 
lors 
went 
oat 
and 
enrolled 
194 nam es, and when they were returned 
to th e County Clerk’s office, Mr. Duns- 
moor made difficulties about registering 
them because of the informality of the 
deputies’ appointments not having been 
filed in his office. 
Hon. S. M. White, 
Hon. R. F . Del Valle and another Demo­ 
crat interviewed Mr. Dunsmoor, and he 
promised them to place the names on the 
G reat Register. On the 28th of October, 
however,Mr. Dunsmoor made up his mind 
not to put those nam es on the Great 
Register, w ithout having notified Mr. 
W hite that he had reconsidered his 
former determination. Now here comes 
the animus of the City Clerk. It must 
be remembered he was running for a 
re-election, and that he changed his 
m ind about registering the 194 names 
because, as he deposed, after he had 
promised Mr. W hite to accept them he 
saw the District Attorney, who was also 
a candidate for re-election, and he told 
him that the names bad not been legally 
enrolled, yet he never notified the Dep­ 
uty Assessor or Mr. White of the fact. 
The testimony, at page 23, of Lynch vs. 
Vandever, says; 
' 
Question—If these deputy assessors 
had been Republicans, and had not filed 
their appointment in your office, would you 
not have notified them of the fact, and 
th a t any action had by them prior to the 
filing of their appointments was illegal ? 
Mr. Campbell (counsel for Vandever) 
objected. 
Question by Mr. Roberts (counsel for 
Lynch)—Would you not, sir? 
Answer—Very probably I would have 
notified them. 
Now here Mr. Dunsmoor adm its, under 
oath, that he would “ very probably’ 
have taken different action in his ca­ 
pacity as County Clerk with reference to 
those nam es if they had been sent in by 
Republican instead of Democratic dep­ 
uties. 
In other words, he would have 
notified Republican deputies that they 
m ust 
file 
their 
appointments 
in 
his office before he 
would register 
the nam es they had handed in, whilst 
he in fact refused or purposely neglected 
to 
notify 
the 
Democratic 
deputies. 
It is manifest that this action of the 
County Clerk disfranchised for that elec­ 
tion the 194 Democratic voters enrolled 
by the deputy aseessors, and that if they 
had been Republican voters they would 
have got on the supplemental register 
and their votes have been polled. 
“ A 
public office is a public truBt,” but Mr. 
Dunsmoor evidently did not eo consider 
it in his case at that time. 
Mr. Waldron was very right when he 
said that the loss of these votes to the 
Democratic party has resulted in great 
disaster to the taxpayers of this county. 
They would have defeated the Republi­ 
can 
candidate for County Assessor, 
for Mr. Mason was only eleeted by

The British Minister Given 
His Walking Papers. 


THE NATION’S DIGNITY UPHELD, 


The President’s Course Backed 
Public Opinion—Press 
Comments.

W a s h in g t o n , October 3 0 .— By direc 
tion of the President the Secretary of 
State to-day informed Sir Sackville West 
that for causes heretofore made known 
to Her Majesty’s Government, his con­ 
tinuance in his present official position 
in the United States is no longer accept­ 
able to this Government, and would con­ 
sequently be detrim ental to the relations 
between the two countries. 
The grounds of this action on the part 
of the United States are stated in a re­ 
port by the Secretary of State to the 
President, dated October 29th, which is 
as follows: 
MR. BAYARD’S REPORT. 
To the President: 
The undersigned has the honor to 
submit for your consideration the follow­ 
ing statem ent with a view to receive our 
direction thereon. 
On the 4th of Sep­ 
tember last, a letter purporting to be 
written by one Charles F. Murchison, 
dated Pomona, California, was sent from 
that place to the British M inister at this 
capital, in which the writer solicited an 
expression of his views regarding certain 
unsettled diplomatic questions between 
the United States and G reat Britain 
stating at the same tim e that such ex 
pression 
was 
sought 
by him 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
determining 
his 
vote 
at 
the 
approaching 
Presidential election. 
He stated th at he 
was a naturalized citizen of the United 
States, of English birth, but still consid 
ered England the m other country, and 
this fact led him to seek advice from the 
British representative to this country, 
He further Btated that the information 
he sought was not for himself alor.e, but 
to enable him to give certain assurances 
to many other persons in the same situa’ 
tion as himself, for the purpose of influ­ 
encing and determining their political 
action as citizens of the United States of 
English birth, but who still regard their 
original obligations of allegiance as para­ 
mount. 
The letter also contained gross reflec­ 
tions upon the conduct of this Govern­ 
ment m respect to the question now in 
controversy and unsettled between the 
United States and Great Britain, and 
both directly and indirectly im puted the 
insincerity of such conduct. 
To this letter the English M inister at 
once replied from Beverley, Mass., under 
date of the 14th of September. In his re­ 
ply, he stated that any political party 
which openly favored the mother coun­ 
try at the present moment would lose 
popularity and th at the party in power is 
fully aware of that fact, and, “ in respect 
to the questions with Canada, which 
have unfortunately been reopened since 
the rejection of the Fisheries treaty by 
the Republican majority in the Senate 
and by the President’s message to which 
you allude; all allowances m ust there­ 
fore be made for the political situation as 
regards the Presidential election.” The 
M inister thus gave his assent and sane 
tion to the aspersions and imputations 
above referred to. 
Thus under his correspondent’s assur­ 
ance of secrecy, in which the Minister 
concurred by marking his answer “ Pri­ 
vate,” be undertook to advise a citizen 
of the United States how to exercise the 
franchise of suffrage in the election close 
at hand for the Presidency and Vice 
Presidency of the United States, and 
through him , as the letter suggested, to 
influence the votes of 
many others. 
Upon this correspondence beiDg made 
public, the M inister received representa­ 
tives of the public press and in frequent 
interviews with them intended for pub­ 
lication, added to 
the impugnments 
which he had already made of the good 
faith of this Government in its public 
action and international dealings. Al­ 
though ample time and opportunity has 
been afforded him for a disavowal, modi­ 
fication or correction cf his statements, 
to some of 
which his attention was 
called personally by the undersigned 
toL nA an/.Vi /Vían1 
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yet no such disavowal or modification 
has been made by him through the 
channels in which his statem ents first 
found publicity. 
The question is thus presented w hether 
it is compatible with the dignity, se­ 
curity and independent sovereignty of 
the United States to perm it a representa­ 
tive of a foreign government in this 
country, not only to receive and answer 
without disapproval, and confirm by his 
repetition, aspersions upon its political 
action, but also to interfere in its domes­ 
tic affairs by advising persons formerly 
his countrymen as to their political 
course as citizens of the United States as 
between this country and Great Britain. 
There can be no question as to the com­ 
plete severance of the ties of original al­ 
legiance, by naturalization. The dis­ 
putes on this point were finally put at 
rest by the treaty of naturalization con- 
concluded by the two countries on the 
13th of May, 1870. Therefore it will not 
be contended, nor was such contention 
ever adm itted by us, that citizens of the 
United States of Brisish origin are sab 
ject in any cla*m of the country of their 
original allegiance. 
The undersigned also has the honor to 
call attention to the provision of Section 
5.335 of the revised statutes of the 
U nited States, by which severe penal­ 
ties are visited upon a citizen of the 
U nited States, who without authority or 
permission of this Government, com­ 
mences or carries on any verbal or w rit­ 
ten correspondence or intercourse with 
any foreign Government, or any officer 
or agent thereof, either with intent to in­ 
fluence the action of such Government 
or officer in relation to any disputes or 
controversies with the United States, or 
with an intent to defeat measures of the 
Government of the United States. These 
penalties are made equally applicable to 
every citizen of the United States, not 
duly authorized, who counsels, advises 
or assists in any such correspondence 
with similar unlawful intent. 
The undersigned respectfully advises 
th a t the attention of th e . Attorney-Gen­ 
eral of the United States be directed to 
these enactments, in order th at an in­ 
vestigation may be made with a view to 
ascertain whether they have not been 
violated in the pretent case by the corre­ 
spondent of the British Minister. 
By vour direction the attention of the 
British Government has. in the spirit of 
oomity, been called to the conduct of its 
M inister as above described, but without 
result. It therefore becomes necessary 
for this Government to consider whether, 
as the guardian of its own self-respeet 
and of the integrity of its institutions, it 
will perm it farther intercourse to be held 
through the present British Minia ter at 


this capital. 
It is to be observed that 
precedents are not wanting as to the ques­ 
tion under consideration. It is a settled 
rule essential to the maintenance of inter­ 
national intercourse that a diplomatic rep- 
reBentative rauBt be a person grata to the 
Government to which he is accredited. 
If by his conduct he renders himself a 
person non-grata, the announcement of 
the fact may be made to h¡8 government. 
In the present case all the requirements 
of comity have been fulfilled, the facts 
having been duly communicated to H er 
Majesty’s Government with the expres­ 
sion of the opinion of this Government 
thereto.

THE CABINET MEETING, 
The Cabinet meeting was attended by 
Secretaries Bayard and Endieott and 
Attorney-General Garland. 
Assistant- 
Secretory Thompson, of the Treasury, 
and Gomodore Harmony. Acting Secre­ 
tary of the Navy, was present during 
a portion of the session, discussing meas­ 
ures for the relief of the whalers ice­ 
bound in the Arctic ocean. The regular 
session, however, was devoted mainly to 
the consideration of the case of the 
British M inister, and the result is shown 
in the statem ent furnished the press by 
the Secretary of State this evening. 
Af­ 
ter Secretary Bayard had prepared this 
statem ent he walked over to the White 
House and submitted it to the President 
for his approval. The President perused 
it carefully and suzgested a few verbal 
changes in the introduction, and when 
these had lieen made,*the members of 
the press were furnished with copies. 


SACKVILLE COMES UP SMILING. 
At the British Legation this evening 
access was denied to all newspaper men, 
and they were informed that Sir Sack­ 
ville had nothing to say. An Associated 
Press reporter, however, managed to 
have a copy of the report of Secretary 
Bayard to the President sent in to the 
M inister. 
Sir Sackville in person re­ 
turned the copy to the waiting reporter, 
and cordially expressed thanks for hav­ 
ing had an opportunity to read the re­ 
port, which, he said, he had not eeen 
before. 
He declined to express any 
opinion in regard to it, saying, “ I have 
nothing to say.” 
Sir Sackville’s face, as he said this, 
wore a pleasant smile, and he did not 
seem in the least disturbed at the turn 
affairs had takeD. 


ENG LI811 COMMUNICATIONS KEPT SECRET. 
Minister Phelps cables that he has re­ 
turned to London from Hatfield House, 
where he has been in consultation with 
Salisbury respecting the letter of Minister 
Sackville-West. The 
D epartm ent 
of 
State has received cablegrams from him 
fully explaining the situation, which were 
laid before the Cabinet meeting to-day. 
Secretary Bayard, when seen to-night, 
said_ there was nothing he coaid say in 
addition to what he stated in bis report 
to tho President. The Government’s 
action, he said, constituted a complete 
severance of its relations with Minister 
West. 
Secretary 
Bayard 
declined 
absolutely to give out anything in regard 
to the spirit in which the communica­ 
tions of the United States were received 
by the British Government.
